&* Colonel Libert reviewed the situation as it had developed in a 
recent OCKXS meting in Paris. At that time the various members of QtKX-K 
pr e se n t ed their revisions of certain portions of the Internet lordtL Brbargo 
list for consideration. The specific itce concerned, i«e» , ccszsarclel 
at y pt ographio equipment, had been retained on the lists presented by some 
Of the nations text the U.K* wished to remove the it or,* The reasons given 
were at a general nature, and Colonel LibejHt believed that the 0#K. member 
Mftt fallowing the usual D.K, policy of r«KGViog as many Xtma from the 
embargo Hat as possible far purely eooncrnic reasons* 

3# The U.3. member was unprepared for this item and asked for instruct 
tions fron Washington. 

4a At the moment no real prcbler exists for J23A, but if there could 
be g choice, it would be preferable to have no oossaerclolly available 
cryptographic item* on the list# Although Mr. Poly abides could appre- 
ciate this position, the real reasons could not bo given to ~r. Pcraroy 
and Colonel Libert. Hr. Friedman pointed out, however, that of the 
•oayjreial concerns known to him, the two of greater importance were in 
scant ries not members of OOOOM aid, therefore, not subject to any pro- 
visions of OOCG&. Mr. Friedtrs" stated that there were no ranufacturers 
of eoaaercial cryptographic eqpiprert in the British Cocarnsr wealth of Nations, 
and Of ether manufacturers known there appeared to be no reason to be con- 
cerned about any sales of their equlpr.ent to the Soviet Bloc. 

3# The meeting ended with agreement on a tf.S. position not to press 
for retention of this eert of item or, the International Embargo List.
